Prices in Fruit and Vegetable! Abput 


the Same as Those of Last Week. 


News from the markets ia followed 


with considerable interest at the pres- 
ent. The local market conditions are 
characterized this week by a little fail in 
the prices of Irait and vegetables, but 
there is little change from a week ago. 
These products are now fairly plentiful 
but the prime, fresh article always com- 
mands a good price. 


New potatoes have gone down from 


'10 to 35 cents a peck. 
Green corn is 


10 to 12 cents a dozen. 
Cabbage and 


beets are two cents a pound, turnips 
throe, onions and carrots four. 
Cran- 


berry beans are 25 cents a peck. 
Cu- 


cumbers are three cents each. 
Lettuce 


is 8 to 10 cents a beaJ. There hrs been 
an advance iu the price of yullow eyed 
beans; as they now cost ID cents at 
wholesale. The retail price is 12 to 14 
cents a quart. Pea beans aro 10 to 12 
cents; California pens aro 10 cents. 
Summer squash is three cents a pound. 


Nutivn tomatoes are becoming quit* 


plentiful and lmv« dropped to eight 
centn u pound. Blueberries are still in 
but are beginning to bo a little scarce 
They bring 10 cents. Blackberries and 
huckleberries arc scarce and tbo market 
price is spasmodic. 


Apples are more plentiful. 
Cooking 


apples can be bought for 25 cents a 
peck. 
Bed astraahun eating are 20 


cents a doz>n while most kinds of eat- 
ing apples can be bought at u cent 
apiece. 


Bananas are from 15 to 25 cents a 


dozen with 50 cents for the red bananas. 
Peaches are from 25 to 50 and pears 25 
to 35 a dozen. 
Plums are 10 to 25 


cents a dozen. Watermelons are ueaily 
in their prime at 30 each for tlrst quali- 
ty. Mushmelons aro from 5 to 10 cents 
each. 
The raisers are predicting u 


abort fruit crop in Maine this fall and 
apples will probably not be any too 
plentiful the coming winter. 
Many of 


the Maino apples are shipped to Eu 
rope ^hundreds of barrels of them are 
Many, too, go to 'the extreme western 
markets, and of course a great quantity 
find their way at the beginning of a 
winter to New York »nd Philadelphia 
and Washington.

lege at Durham, for which an appro- 
priation was made by the last legisla- 
ture, and the apparent delay in erecting 
the same, President Charles 8. Murk- 
land, issues tho following letter to this 
paper: 


Drama, N. H , Ang. 20, 1901. 


The trustees of the oclli ge prepared 


plans for a building, endeavoring to 
provide for the future as well as for the 
present wants of the 
department (of 


agriculture). The estimated ocst of the 
building, with soree necessary equip- 
ment, was sixty thousand dollars. After 
successive reductions, the amount of 
thirty thousand .dollars was appropri-' 
atftd; which sum is now available. 


It should not be difficult to under- 


stand that this action of the legislature 
compelled the trustees of the college 
to reconsider the whole matter: 
if it would be possible to erect a suit- 
able building (or the sum indicated, 
and, if so, what kind of a building. 
The consideration of these questions 
was referred to |» committee, with iu- 
ttruations looking toward B thorough 
investigation of the possibilities in the 
case, aud demanding u careful review of 
the work of other institutions in deal- 
ing with similar problems. 


The committee ia to report as early as 


possible, but it is hardly possible that 
the report oau bo formulated, and plans 
drawn, at a date early enough to make 
it expedient to break ground this sea 


son. 
It is even within the bounds 11 


pOBBibillty tuat the report may declare 
it inexpedient to attempt to erect and 
equip a building for tho sum indicated. 
Uut as to that the committee has given 
no intimation a><3 yet. 


In the discussions, past and present, 


relative to the proposed building, it 
seams to have been assumed that the 
necessity calling 
for the building ia 


wholly, or mainly, a necessity fox more 
room. 
And it is, not unreasonably, 


asked, why is there too little room for 
this department while other depart- 
ments have room enough? 
As a mat- 


ter of fact no department of tho college 
has room enough today, Lut tho mere 
item of space ia not the most pressing 
consideration. It is a matter of equip- 
ment, rather than of space. 
The agri- 


cultural 
department 
needs suitable 


quarters, rather than larger quarters.al- 
though, like the other departments, 
it 


is crowded into narrow compass. And 
this item of equipment brings the col- 
lege face 
to face 
with requirements 


which could not have been foreseen 
when tbo present building was erected. 
If a building had been but at the dis- 
posal of the department then, it would 
be out of date today, in its more specific 
features. 
Indeed, if the trustees were 


to erect a building of such a nature that 
it could not easily be adjusted to the 
requirements of the future, they woull 
be justly open to censure. 
It is not 


possible to forstull every demand that 
the future may make, but it is possible

Negroes Driven Out by Shot- 


guns From Pierce City, Mo. 


AHMED MEN BULE THE TOWM. 


Bluodtthed Follovm the Lynchiuff of 


ttu Alleged Colored Murderer—TUe 
Home* of Xewruea Dentrojed by 
Fire—F«r«ed to Flee Far Safety. 
Pierce City, Mo.. Aug. 21.—For near- 


ly 15 hours this town of 3,000 people 
has been iu the hands of a mob of arm- 
ed whiles determined to drive every 
negro from its precincts. In addition 
to the lynching of William (Jodley. 
accused of tin- wanton murder of, Miss 
Gazelle Wild, and the shooiing to death 
of hit. fc'rwudtather, French Godley, 
the mob cremated IVter Hamilton, un 
aged negro, In his home, set the torch 
to the Louses of five blacks and, with 
the aid of state militia rlflt-b stolen 
from the local company's arsenal, drove 
dozens of negroes from town. 
After 


noon yesterday the excitement died 
down, the mob gradually dispersing, 
more from lu»U of negroes upon whom 
to wreak, their hutred Uiau for any oth- 
er cause. 
.Many of the negroes who 


fled from the city an- hiding in the hUr- 
rounding woods, while othei'b have 
gone greater 
dlutuueeb 
lu seeking 


safety. 


Every negro has left the town ex- 


cept n few nillwiiy porters known to 
be respectable, but the^c must also 
leave. The citizens of I'i.-rce City hay 
that as negroes have committed se\cial 
crimes in the last ten years none shall 
live tin-re In the future, the same feel 
lug1 already eNlstin;,' at Monett, tour 
miles eaM of 1'icice City and the i-ud 
of thf Frifcco division.

Why the Confederate General Old 


Mot Get One Batch of MiUtarr tup- 
Vile* That Wa« In Charge of an 


' Agent of Hl« Government. 


The following is from the diary of a 


Baltimore man who was employed during 
the civil war as an agent of the Confed- 
erate States government in obtaining sup- 
plies for the Confederate States ordnance 
department and conveying them to Rich- 
mond, Va.: 


"Early in 1861, through a relative who 


lived in "Winchester, General -Stonewall 
Jackson heard of my movements and 
sent one of his aids to my house in Balti- 
more with-an earnest message for my 
assistance. I was not at home at the 
time, but the aid left the message for 
me and a pass inside Jackson's lines. 
Jackson was tben in command at Har- 
pers Ferry. The message was that he 
(Jacksou) was almost destitute of mus- 
ket caps—did not have three caps to a 
man—and of course could do nothing on 
the aggressive or defensive. 


"A hardware dealer told me he could 


procure the caps from a northern manu- 
facturer provided 1 would pay an ad- 
vanced price, to which I agreed. At that 
lime, however, a number of persons were 
arrested iu Baltimore on the charge of 
being 'southern sympathizers,' and this 
so alarmed my friend that he declined to 
obtain the caps. 


"However, I succeeded in picking up 


a,bout 100,000 caps, which were packed 
in two trunks, with a large lot of Vir- 
ginia military buttons. The trunks were 
marked 'Miss Mary Birkett,' and with 
them I started one bright morning in 
18t51 for Hnrpera Ferry by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad. I also hnd a 
basket mid a carpetbag filled with Vir- 
ginia buttons. I took a seat in the bag- 
gage car aud placed the carpetbag under 
the car sent in front of me. On the sent 
in front of me were Mr. William Henry 
Baldwin and another gentleman whom 
1 did not know. At that time 1 was not 
acquainted with Mr. Baldwin, 


"\\jjiLen we arrived at the Kelay, I was 


much astonished to Qnd Colonel Jones 
of the Sixth Massachusetts regiment on 
the platform with a company of his sol- 
diers. The 
trnln 
was 
stopped, 
und 


guards were placed at each door with 
orders to allow no one to pass out. 
Colonel Jones had received information 
that Mr. Anderson had engraved some 
plates for Confederate States bouds and 
wns ou the train with them bound for 
Richmond. The train was searched, but 
Mr. Anderson could not be found, the 
passengers being held as prisoners and 
closely scrutinized. 


"1 had good reason for feeling un- 


easy for myself aud determined to get 
o-ut of that trap. Fortunately I had in 
my pocket a trainman's time table, 
which wns only for the use of trainmen. 
With this I went to the front door, closely 
examining the time table, passed the bag- 
guge cur and asked the baggage master: 
'Where do we meet train No. 10? 
Let 


me see your time table.' 


"The soldier on guard supposed I was 


one of the trainbands, and very obliging- 
ly let me pass. I got off the car and 
walked over to the hotel to ask Mr. 
Lowe, the proprietor, 
the object of 


Colonel Jones' presence, but Mr. Lowe 
was not at home. Glancing out the win- 
dow I saw Colonel Jones with a file of 
soldiers coming at quick march toward 
the hotel, some one having told him of 
my going there.

Gathering Clove*. 


Cloves are now cultivated in many of 


tbe tropical regions of the earth A clove 
tree begins to bear at tbe age of 10 years 
and continues until It reaches the age of 
75 years. There are two crops a year, 
one in June nnd one in December. 


The tree ia an evergreen and grows 


from 40 to 50 feet high, with large pblong 
leaves and crimson flowers nt the end of 
small branches in clusters of from 10 to 
20. Tho tree belongs to the same bo- 
tanical order ns the guava. The cloves, 
which arc the undeveloped buds, are at 
first white, then light green nnd at the 
time of gathering bright red. 


Pieces of white cloth are spread under 


the trees nt harvesting time, and the 
bi'nuchcs are beaten gently with bamboo 
sticks until the clo\es drop. They are 
dried in the sun, being tossed about 
daily until they attain the rich dark color 
which proclaims them ready for ship- 
ment. 


How Gold Beaten Worlc. 


It is interesting to watcb gold beaters 


at work in a gold leaf factory. These 
men, 
-whose skins are sallow from the 


stains of gold, take up ingots first of the 
virgin, inetnl, pass them between steel 
rollers, whence they corqe forth like pfe 
crust, and pass them through closer and 
closer rollers, until they are but little 
thicker than paper. The sheets of gold 
are next placed between pieces of leather 
that are called gold heaters' skins, and 
men beat them through the skina -with 
mallets until they are reduced to an un- 
imaginable tenuity. It has often been 
proved that a skilled gold beater can 
turn out gold leaves so thin tbat it would 
take 282,000 of them to make the thick- 
ness of an inch; so thin that it formed 
in a book 1,500 of them would only oc- 
cupy tbe space of a single leaf of paper.

The pur- 
pose is to have the new organization 
affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and in direct sympathy 
witn the Amalgamated association. 
The organization is the direct result of 
the steel strike. 


The tying up of the Pennsylvania

Chicago, Aug. -21.—A statement ad- 


dressed to labor' orRanizntions and to 
the public signed by 14 men who claim 
to represent the members of the Amal- 
gamated association employed in the 
steel works at South Chicago has been 
issued. 


The statement is an extended argu- 


ment in justification of the refusal of 
the South Chicago men to violate their 
contract with the Illinois Steel compa- 
ny, which specifically provides that the 
wage agreement can be broken under 
no circumstances except by either party 
to the agreement giving three months' 
notice of its intention, the notices to be 
giveu previous to Oct. 1. 


The statement quotes a decision ren- 


dered in 1807 by M. M. Garland, then 
president of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, disavowing the action of certain 
rail straighteners who sought to violate 
a^ similar contract with the Illinois 
Steel company. It also quotes state- 
ments heretofore made by President T. 
.T. Shaffer of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion nnd John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mine Workers, upholding "the 
eacredness of labor contracts." 


In conclusion the statement says: 


"After taklnif legal advice we feel cer- 
tain that President Shaffer's claim that 
our contracts are void because the Illi- 
nois Sti'ol company, with whom our 
agreement Has made, has been absorb- 
ed by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion Is without foundation. 


"The principles of union labor are as 


dear to us nsjto nny men In the country 
who earn their living by honest toll, 
but wo do not think we should be ex- 
pected to violate every rule of business 
Integrity and personal honor for a mat- 
ter of sentiment, for this is a time 
when we must not let our sympathy 
get away with our better Judgment.
